The war years were years of extraordinary suffering 
and trial for the Papacy. Pius X, the “Pope of the people,” 
died the day the German army entered Brussels. He had 
seen the clouds of war gathering for a long time, and had 
foretold the outbreak to his secretary, Cardinal Merry del 
Val. When the Emperor of Austria asked for his blessing, 
he replied that he blessed peace, not war. 

In spite of the upheaval following the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, the Cardinals met to elect his successor. The result 
of the election was unforseen. Cardinal Della Chiesa, who 
had worn the robes of a prince of the Church only about 
three months, was elected and took the name Benedict XV. 
During the entire eight years of his pontificate he strove 
by every means in his power to secure peace and to better 
the condition of the unfortunates suffering under the 
calamities of war. He made the Holy See a bureau of 
charity rather than a court of justice. His spiritual chil- 
dren were fighting on both sides of the struggle, and like 
every war, this war was a sad civil struggle between broth- 
ers for him: Though preserving strict neutrality, he re- 
ferred to “our beloved people of Belgium,” and appealed 
to the invaders not to devastate the territory they were in- 
vading. He denounced, with impartiality, the treatment of 
the Catholics of Galicia by the Russian army. Unheard 
amid the turmoil of war, he intensified his efforts to assist 
the victims. The Apostolic Delegate at Constantinople was 
successful in arranging the exchange of British prisoners 
and the care of Allied graves in that sector. Benedict re- 
ceived the tribute of a statue at Constantinople, erected by 
the united efforts of all factions in thanks for his efforts 
for peace. 

With the entry of Italy into the war, he preserved the 
freedom and neutrality of the Holy See in a situation daily 
becoming more difficult. By a secret pact, the Allies ex- 
cluded him from discussion of the peace terms, which would 
follow the war. His famous Peace Note addressed to the 
fighting nations in August, 1917, was brought to naught by 
the German politician Michaelis. This caused the Pontiff to 
withdraw more and more from efforts at a negotiated peace, 
and when peace finally came with the treaty of Versailles, 
the Pope was justly
